especially in America. Recently Mr. Harmsworth has been 
both amused and annoyed by statements that he intends to 
start a number of provincial dailies—in fact, to cover the 
whole country with a network of daily newspapers. A 
paragraph stating that the firm intended to bring out a new 
daily in Manchester brought them 600 letters in one day. 
(By the bye, the daily average of the letters received in 
connection with the various Harmsworth undertakings in 
London is somewhere between 7,00c and 10,000. They 
are dealt with by a special department in the General Post 
Office, and delivered by cart-loads.) At present Mr. 
Harmsworth has absolutely no intention of commencing any 
more daily papers anywhere. Preparations ave being made 
for the production of a number of important weeklies and 
monthlies. The next half-year will see the commencement 
of the long-expected Harmsworth monthly magazine, which, 
in certain respects, will be quite different from any existing 
periodical. A second monthly is also in contemplation. A 
weekly high-class newspaper will be issued at no distant 
date, probably at a penny, and arrangements are being com- 
pleted for the publication of five other weeklies. The 
firm has no intention, at present, to publish books. 

When I asked Mr. Harmsworth to mention some of the 
essentials of success in journalism, he said: 

““T believe in hard work, but hard work is not enough. 
Many people work with their eyes on the ground. I believe 
in travel. Our young men don’t go abroad enough. I attribute 
our family success in no small measure to the fact that all my 
brothers and I have travelled extensively. I believe that half 
the journalistic notions of what the public wants to read are 
wrong. They are largely based either upon old-fashioned 
tradition or upon the journalist’s personal tastes. I believe 
the public is a far better critic than is usually imagined. 
And I do not believe that any amount of advertising will 
keep up a bad thing. I believe that the public does not care 
one iota either way about size ; if anything, a small journal 
is preferred toa big one. It is a broad principle of our 
business never to compete in size with anybody. More 
money has been lost in journalism on the theory that the 
public wants bulk than on any other theory. What the 
public wants is quality, character, individuality. The 
American public is quite different. Americans must have 
bigness in journalism as in everything else. I believe that 
price has very little to do with the success of a publication. 
Twopence is supposed to be an unpopular price for a 
periodical, but people will as readily pay twopence as a 


penny, so long as you give them their money’s worth of 


originality and character. 

“I believe the attractions of illustrated journalism are 
enormously overrated. Some years ago, in Amswers, we 
put the question to the vote, and an overwhelming 
majority were against illustrations. Similarly, I believe the 
value of coloured illustrations is grossly exaggerated. 
Some good people used to think that if you could only 
produce a paper with coloured illustrations, there would 
then be little more for journalists to do. Well, we issued 
several coloured papers as tests, and the results did not 
encourage us. People are attracted by the incident of a 
picture. The coloured picture of ‘ Wilson’s Last Stand,’ 
issued by Black and White, sold. by hundreds of thousands, 


but it was the incident that sold it. In the same way, the 
coloured picture of Her Majesty in 1837, issued with our 
‘Sixty Years a Queen,’ had a gigantic sale. Why? Not 
because it was coloured, but because it was a picture of the 
Queen. 
“TI believe party journalism to be practically dead, 
Surely no man of independent mind who wanted a sound 
opinion on a political question would think of consulting 
an avowed Tory or Radical organ. I attribute the success 
of the Daily Mail largely to its independence. We are 
always talking straight to the public—giving it plain and 
sometimes unwelcome truths. Lately, in a series of articles 
entitled ‘ Marching Backward,’ we have been showing how 
much behind other nations we are in many respects. We 
have had literally thousands of letters trom readers of the 
Daily Mail, saying they have given up old-fashioned party 
organs in favour of a paper that thinks for itself. And we 
frequently print signed articles or interviews in direct oppo- 
sition to our own views.” 
Mr. Harmsworth believes that large advertisements have 
a most detrimental effect upon a daily paper, holding that 
big prices from advertisers do not compensate for the loss 
of circulation. The journal of the future may be small 
and compact, but not, he thinks, in our time. The 
magazine shape has many disadvantages, and the mechani- 
cal difficulties are enormous. He remarked, in response 
to a question, that English newspapers are not develop- 
ing much on the lines of American journalism, whilst the 
better kind of American journalism is developing on our 
lines.” 
Mr. Harmsworth has been surprised to find how little 
the average British journalist knows of newspaper develop- 
ments in other countries. ‘In many matters the French 
are a long way ahead of us. Even in Spain I have learned 
a good deal. Japan has the very latest improvements. 
One office issues a daily paper, with morning and successive 
evening editions, containing the very latest news up to the 
time of going to press, and a splendid Sunday edition, with 
coloured pictures printed by the very latest American 
presses. 
‘*T believe there is still room for very great development 
in journalism. Iam sure it will be an increasingly well- 
paid occupation for young men. The profession is far 
from overcrowded. The expansion of our family business, 
which I consider is merely in its infancy, is only limited by 
the number of men available. I am always looking out, 
continually reading stories and articles and _ tracking 
writers. Friends at the Universities use their eyes for me.” 
Mr. Harmsworth has unbounded. belief in the capacities of — 
young men. “We rarely engage anybody who is over 
twenty-one.” 


THE JOURNALIST. 


THE STAFF OF THE DA/LY MAIL. 


Mr. Harmsworth is himself editor-in-chief of the Dazly Mail, 
and occasionally writes the leader. The managing editor is 
Mr. S. J. Pryor, an Englishman, aged thirty-one, who had 
twelve years’ experience in the United States, in the course of 
which he was “ City editor” of the New York Sun. The Mail 
is perhaps the most rigorously sub-edited paper in the world. It 
has six Sub-editors, who boil down all copy, including telegrams, 
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to the lowest possible minimum. ‘The news editor is Mr. 
Lincoln |Springfield, who for three years held a similar post 
on the Pall Mall Gazette. Mr. G. W. Steevens, who also’ 
was formerly on the Pall Mall Gazette, is chief descriptive 
writer. Aged twenty-seven, he is one of the most brilliant 
young writers in England, and his “ Naval Policy,” “ The Land 
of the Dollar,” and “ With the Conquering Turk” (the two last- 
named originally appearing in the Daly Mail), have brought 
him deserved. fame. Mr. Charles Hands is _ another 
leading descriptive writer, also an old Pall Mall 
Gazette hand. The chief political writer is Mr. Arthur 
Pollen, who, like Mr. Steevens,. had a brilliant Oxford career. 
The initials, ‘‘G. A. B. D.,” with which readers of the JZaz/ are 
pleasantly ‘familiar, belong to Mr. Dewar, the Parliamentary 
writer—-another young Oxford man. The literary editor is 
Mr. Robert Leighton. Mr. W. E. Henley is one of the latest 
_additions to the list of reviewers. Among the regular literary 
writers are Mr. Ernest E. Williams, author of ‘‘ Made in 
Germany,” and Mr. Max Beerbohm, who usually signs. Mr. 
Q. H. Mellish attends to sporting matters, and Mr. C. E. Rose 
to finance. Mr. Addison Bright, for some years editor of The 
Theatre, is dramatic critic. ‘ Phoebus,” the writer of ‘ Green 
Room Gossip,” is Mr. Boyle Lawrence, formerly of the Sun. 
The art critic is Mr. Gilbert Burgess, son of the R. A. who has- 
just died. Most of ‘ My Social Diary ” (signed “ On-Looker ”) 
is written by Mrs. F. Harcourt Williamson, who used to do 
“ Belles Lettres” in the World. Mr. S. J. Summers is respon- 
sible for the “ Daily Magazine,” one of the most popular parts 
of the paper, advertisements there fetching a higher price than 
on any other page. ‘Lady Charlotte,” who furnishes 
“Woman's Realm” and keeps a sharp eye on the fashions, is 
Mrs. Howarth. Maurice Greiffenhagen, Louis Wain, and other 
well-known artists frequently contribute original drawings ; 
good sketches are accepted from anybody. ‘Church News 
and Notes” is considered a most important feature. Great 
pains have been taken to secure first-class foreign correspon- 
dents, Mr. Harmsworth having himself appointed most of 
them on the spot. Travelling correspondents are a special 
feature, and in this capacity notable work has been done by 
Mr. Steevens, Mr. Henry Savage Landor, who recently thrilled 
us by the narration of his experience in Thibet, and others. 
Mr. Harold Harmsworth is at the head of the business depart- 
ment, his manager being Mr. J. Hood Lingard—one of the few 
middle-aged men to be found in the Harmsworth circle. 


THE STAFF OF THE EVENING NEWS. 


Mr. Kennedy Jones, who has made his mark as editor of the 
Evening News, is a keen, imaginative Scot, aged thirty- 
three. He came from the Bivmingham Daily Mail to the 
London Morning, and afterwards joined the Suz. When the 
Evening News was at its lowest ebb, he obtained the option of 
purchase, which he offered to Messrs. Harmsworth, condition- 
ally upon his receiving a share. This was gladly given, and 
Mr. Jones has now large interests in both the Mews and the 
Daily Mail. Mr. Harmsworth considers him the best news editor 
and news organiser in the kingdom. His chief assistant is Mr. 
W. J. Evans, who also hails from Birmingham. Before joining 
the Mews, he was on the Star. He isa journalist of great 
ability, and Mr. Kennedy Jones took him -with him when he 
went down to Portsmouth to reorganise the Southern Daily 
Mail. Mr. Boyle Lawrence is dramatic critic. The front page 
is in the hands of Mr. G. A. B. Dewar, who had charge of it 
under the old regime. It will be noticed that to a very slight 
extent the staffs of the Mad and the Mews overlap. ‘ Milo,” 
sport editor, is Mr. H. D. Goatley, a well-known figure in sport- 
ing circles. ‘Woman's World” is conducted by Miss Vince, 
who belongs to a well-known Birmingham family: The busi- 
ness manager is Mr. John Cowley, Mr. Harold Harmsworth 
taking general oversight. 


OTHER HARMSWORTH PAPERS. 


The Portsmouth Mail is edited by Mr. Horniman, and the 
Glasgow Record by Mr. A. R. Legge. Answers is edited by Mr. 
Alfred Harmsworth, assisted by Mr. Hildebrand Harmsworth 
(who also has charge of the Comic Home Journal), and Mr. M. 
Randal Roberts; Home Chat by Mr. Leicester Harmsworth, 
assisted by Miss F. Bown ; Sunday Companion, Sunday Stories, 
and Home Companion by Mr. Hartley Aspden; Jl/ustrated 
Chips, Home Sweet Home, and the Heartsease Library by Mtr. 
G. Heath Cantle ; Forget-Me-Not by Mr. Hugh Tuite ; Ramébler 
and Cycle by Mr. Charles P. Sisley; Comic Cuts by Mr. 


Houghton Townley; Funny Wonder by Mr. Percy Bishop; 
Halfpenny Marvel by Mr. G. H. Garrish (son of sub-editor of 
the Globe) ; Union Jack by Mr. E. H. Goddard ; Pluck Library 
by Mr. J. H. Pym; Boys’ Friend by Mr. Hamilton Edwards; 
and Fashion Novelties by Mr. H. Dubbs. Mr. Harold Harms- 
worth is business manager. Editors receive a commission’ on 
the sale of their papers, and they conduct them pretty much as 
they choose, so long as they do not run counter to the known 
opinions and ideas of the firm. 


NEWS OF THE MONTH. 


We have the best authority for contradicting the current 
rumour that Mr. Massingham’s and Mr. Norman’s connection 
with the Daily Chronicle is about to be severed. 

Although Mr. Barry Pain, who for some weeks past, at the 
joint request of Mr. Jerome and the board of directors, has had 
charge of the paper, has not yet been formally appointed editor 
of Zo-Day, there is little doubt that the existing arrangement 
will become permanent. 

Mr. Passmore Edwards being desirous of lightening his 
responsibilities in connection with the Echo, a private company 


' is being formed to take over the property. ' We understand 


that Mr. Thomas Lough, M.P., will assume editorial charge of 
the paper, and that he proposes to conduct it on vigorous, 
progressive, and independent lines. 

Mr. Sidney Low’s resignation of the editorship of the 
St. James's Gazette is not due to any difference with the 
proprietors, nor is any change in the policy of the paper 
impending. Having been in the editorial room for thirteen 
years, he desired a change, and purposes starting early in the 
year on a holiday trip to America and possibly to India. Mr. 
Low has no intention of dropping out of London journalism, 
and. the statement that he has “ severed his connection ” with the 
Gazette is not strictly correct. On his return from abroad he 
expects to contribute largely to it, and he will also be closeiz 
connected with the Standard, for which he used to write 
years ago. 

Mr. Hugh Chisholm, who succeeds Mr. Sidney Low in the 
editorial chair of the S¢ James's Gazette, is about thirty -five 
years of age. The son of Mr. H. W. Chisholm, at one time 
chief clerk of the Exchequer, he was educated at Felsted and 
Oxford. He took a leading part in the Oxford Union discus- 
sions, and was one of the keenest debaters on the Radical side. 
He was called to the Bar at the Middle Temple in 1892. He 
has been on the staff of the St James's for over five years. 

Mr. J. B. Frith, B.A., editor of the Lancashire Daily Post, 
Preston, has been appointed to a position on the editorial staff 
of the Daily Telegraph. He removes to London early in the 
new year. 

A recent new appointment in the Morning Post office is that 
of Mr.R H.B. Read, who has been successfully acting as 
managing editor of a Maidstone paper, and will join the 
sub-editorial department at Wellington Street. 

A forthcoming journalistic change of some interest is the 
conversion of our contemporary /mdia from a monthly into a 
weekly. The editor of /udia is Mr. Gordon Hewart, B.A., a 
Bury man, who came from Oxford to the editorial staff of the 
Star. Mr. Hewart still writes for the Sav, which may account 
for its being so well informed on Indian questions of the 
day. 

Mr. Vero Shaw, who is a prominent member of the staff of 
the Morning Advertiser, and a specialist on all matters per- 
taining to horses and dogs, is at present in New York on the 
business of an impending horse-show, 

Scots in London have now a national journal in the new 
monthly, the London Scotsman, which opens with an article by 
the Duchess of Sutherland. 

The Metropolitan Welshmen already have a journal, printed 
in their own language, in the Loudon Kelt, a weekly paper con- 
ducted by Mr. Llewellyn Williams (B.A. Oxon., barrister-at-law), 
who, until his professional duties became too onerous, was chief 
sub-editor of the Star. 

Mr. Frank Hird, a well-known contributor to Black and 
White and the Ludgate Monthly, is about to winter in Rome, 
where he will act as representative of the Morning Post. Mr. 
Hird received his early journalistic drilling in the office of the 
Star. 

Mr. E. R. Thompson has just resigned an appointment on 
the sub-editorial staff of the Star to proceed to Yokohama as 
assistant editor of the Japan Mail. 
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We understand that the new contract for the Parliamentary 
Debates (Hansard) runs from 1898 to 1902. 


Mr. W. B. S. Smith, late of Lincoln College, Oxford, has 
become London ‘correspondent of the Barrow News. 

Mr. Walter Cornish, who has been associated with the 
Evening Herald, \pswich, since its commencement, has been 
appointed managing editor. He is a brother of the secretary of 
the Institute of Journalists. 

A complimentary banquet was given at Leeds on November 
6th to Mr. Stephen Parkinson, who is retiring from the York- 
shire Post after twenty-eight years’ service (twenty-two as chief 
reporter). Nearly eighty journalists were present. .Mr. H. J. 
Palmer, editor, who presided, said he proposed to ‘ask Mr. 
Parkinson to write the history of the Post. Mr. W. Leighton 
succeeds Mr. Parkinson. 

Sir T. Wemyss Reid, managiug director of Cassell and Co., 
Limited, and editor of the Speaker, has joined the Board of 
Directors of the Leeds Mercury. Mr. T. Riach, the recently 
appointed editor, has also been admitted to the directorate. 
Sir T. Wemyss Reid was formerly editor of the paper. 

Mr. John Owen Jones, who hails from Cardiff, and was for- 
merly connected with the Merthyr Times, has been appointed 
acting editor of the Nottingham Express. 

Mr. Alfred H. Fletcher, assistant editor of the North Star, 
the halfpenny morning paper at Darlington, has been appointed 
editor in place of Mr. H. F. Patterson, who is devoting all his 
energies to his new paper, the Middlesbrough and Stockton 
Evening Telegraph. Mr. Fletcher has written two stories 
on industrial life. 

Mr. G. D. Goman, who for the past two or three years 
has edited and managed the Hampshire Observer at’ Win- 
chester, is resigning his post at Christmas. 

Mr. Frank Barkley Copley, of the editorial staff of the 
Evening World, New York, has just concluded his first visit 
to London. 

Mr. Samuel Gosling, of the Jpswich Journal, has declined 
an invitation to the Southern Mail, and has accepted the 
position of business manager of the North Star, Darlington. 
There were 300 applicants for the post. 

Mr. W. T. Cox, reporter on the staff of the Bury and Nor- 
wich Post, Bury St. Edmunds, has been promoted editor and 
manager, vice Mr. G. A. Manning, resigned. 

Mr. William Beardsley, well known in the Mid'ands, where 
he edited at one time the Walsall Free Press, has lately taken 
the secretaryship of the Dewsbury (Yorks) Liberal Association. 
Mr. Beardsley is distantly related to Mr. Aubrey Beardsley, the 
artist. 

It is said the proprietors of one of the Newcastle dailies are 
contemplating bringing out an evening paper. There are now 
three morning papers and two evening ones in Newcastle. The 
addition of another would place the city ahead of all others of 
anything like the same population in regard to the number of 
its dailies. 

Mr. Joseph Graham, after ten years’ connection with 
the Liverpool Mercury, has joined the editorial staff of the 
Manchester Guardian. 

Important improvements are being made in the Birmingham 
Daily Gazette premises. 

Two of the oldest members of the reporting staff of the 
Birmingham Daily Mail, Mr. W. Unite Jones, the chief 
reporter and sporting editor, and Mr. W. J. McAleece, who 
had been connected with the Mad/ten and sixteen years re- 
spectively, have resigned. The vacancies have been filled by 
Mr. G. Haydn Bywater, of the Wolverhampton Evening News, 
and Mr. S. Wakefield, formerly of the Worcestershire Echo.

SCOTLAND. 


Messrs. Harmsworth Brothers have decided not to entertain 
proposals made to them for starting a daily paper in Aberdeen. 

Mr. D. A. McGillivray, M.A., Aberdeen, who since 1892 has 
been connected with the Aberdeen Free Press, chiefly in the 
capacity of a sub-editor, has joined the sub-editorial staff of the 
Nottingham Daily Express. 

The proprietors of the Dundee Advertiser and People's 
Journal have just appointed Mr. Carr, who has been for a 


short time at the head office in Dundee, to attend to their 
interests in Inverness and the north. 

Mr. Robert M. Hacket, Aberdeen Free Press, has been 
appointed chief reporter of the New Zealand Herald, Auckland. 

Mr. Frank Robertson, Aberdeen, has received an appoint- 
ment on the sub-editoriaf staff of the Bradford Evening Tele- 
graph. 

At a leave-taking dinrer given to Mr. Neil Munro, who is 
severing his connection with active journalism in Glasgow, he 
was presented with a gold watch and a writing-desk. On the 
Glasgow Evening News Mr. Neil Munro's leaderette and note- 
writing work is now undertaken by Mr. D. Hodge, author of the 
parody of Mr. Le Gallienne’s ‘“ Quest of the Golden Girl.” 

Mr. C. A. Cooper, editor of the Scofsman, is at present in 
working harness. For several winters he has taken long 
trips abroad. 

A new athletic paper is about to be started in Glasgow. 


IRELAND. 


Mr. John Hooger, ecitor of the Dublin Evening Telegraph, 
died on the 20th November, after a short illness. Mr. Hooper 
was one of the mcst popular journalists in Ireland, and his 
death is widely regretted. | He was for some years, while 
editor of the Cork Herald, member of Parliament for South- 
east Cork, and received the hospitality of Mr. Balfour, in one 
of the Irish prisons, for publishing reports of “ suppressed ” 
branches of the National League. The Archbishop of Dublin, 
Dr. Walsh, paid tke late Mr. Hooper a great compliment, by 
having the remains brovght to the Cathedral and a Requiem 
Mass celebrated. 


NEW BOOKS. 


MRS. BROWNING’S LETTERS.* 


There must be readers so fascinated by the personality 
revealed in these letters that they would not willingly miss one 
page out of the closely-printed volumes, and I am one. 
But others coldly interested in Mrs. Browning's life as a 
chapter of literary history rather than attracted by her as a 
woman, may complain that some things are repeated at least 
too often for purposes of information, if not too often as 
indicating the place they held in her thoughts and desires. It 
is the only criticism that can Yairly be brought against Mr. 
Kenyon’s competent editorship. 

She was not one of the great letter-writers, but she was a 
great human being, and the style of her correspondence was 
good erough to express that. Like all in whom life burns with 
quick ardour she made mistakes. Her letters do not permit 
you to forget these; she made them so bravely, so openly, 
with all the force of her generous and very persistent nature 
She loved the marvellous, and endured the inanities of 
spiritualistic phenomena for her undying faith in revelations to 
come, of which these, she believed, were the first lisping words. 
That they were inanities she always recognised. 

Elizabeth Browning needs no apologia. But a life like hers, 
so unworldly, so recklessly sincere, so impatient, needs de- 
fenders. The sharpest criticism she has experienced has been 
on account of her enthusiasm for Louis Napoleon. We are 
wiser now, knowing his later career. Perhaps she was not very 
sharp-sighted even for her day, though many another shared her 
views, only uttering them less fervently. In this regard it is 
far too much forgotten that she was practically an Italian at 
the time, seeing misery at close quarters, and therefore 
less keen for an ideal settlement such as comfortable 
sympathisers in England dreamt of than for some immediate 
relief. Napoleon's action meant such relief to thousands of 
practical and patriotic Italians before Villafranca. There was 
never anyone less capricious than Mrs. Browning, and, as 
everyone knows, she explained even Villafranca in her obsti- 
nate and generous way. The “ Great Deed was too great,” It 
was this everyday nearness of misery that drove her, poet and 
idealist though she was, to admiration for compromising politicians 
rather than for dreamers with no help, so far as she could

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see, for the needs of the moment. Had she lived in England, 
and loved Italy, she would have been a disciple of Mazzini. 
In Italy, seeing the distress, her allegiance was given to Cavour. 
Her poet's nature is more clearly reflected in her attitude to 
France and to her own land. She felt for France, the country 
of brave experiments, all the intellectual enthusiasm one of 
her temperament was bound to feel. At England she girded 
bitterly, in spite of her love, because it never gave the whole 
of itself, but made stiff bargains even while preaching a 
crusade. 

There are other points, too, where she craves not defence 
but understanding.’ Morbid she was called, and ‘she knew it, 
for her shrinking from the very name of some sad things in her 
life. The friendliest ‘might not hint at them. Each grace, 
each virtue has its price ; “and that was what she paid, and what 
her friends paid, for the perfect delicacy that distinguished all 
her dealings with men and women. Sensitiveness has two 
sides, and a rare joy and ardour of life were hers in compen- 
sation for much pain. 

Literary criticisms form but a small part of the letters, and 
her judgments were not more infallible than those of other 
cultivated persons by nature appreciative rather than critical. 
There are several interesting and variously true characterisations 
of distinguished people ; but of George Sand, as she saw her, 
she has given a notable picture. ‘She seems to liye in the 
abomination of desolation, as far as regards society—crowds of 
ill-bred men who adore her @ genoux bas . . . crowds of the 
ragged Red diluted with the ‘lower theatrical. She herself so 
different, so apart, as alone in hér melancholy disdain... A 
noble woman under the mud, be certain. J would kneel down 
to her, too, if she would leave it all, throw it off, and be herself 
as God made her. But she would not care for my knecling ; 
she does not care for me.” 
calumny about George Sand ever shcok this faith in her great 
nature. 

As a thinker, Mrs. Browning was not systematic, but 
she was Stimulating -and suggestive. To name but two 
instances: there is much to be gained from an examination -of 
her description of herself as ‘mystic and realist,” and of her 
hint of great thiuking being involved in ideality of any kind. 
But whether her judgment was shaky or not, its defects never 
came from self-interest. From first to last in these letters there 
is nothing petty, nothing that is not pure and magnani- 
mous ; and of what other correspondence can one say as much ? 
Her tender, sensitive verse, her shrinking habits, and her. life- 
long ill-health, have given rise to the notion of a timid and 
dependent nature. This is only true as regards her affections. 
Her mind was peculiarly self-reliant. ‘“ I never wrote to please 
any of you, not even to please my own husband. Every 
genuine.artist in the world (whatever his degree) goes to heaven 
for speaking the truth.” Her independence is shown by her 
early and fervent recognition of Browning’s power, of which 
there is much interesting evidence, And it must be remem- 
bered that though her husband liberated her into sunshine 
-——and these letters are a great monument to ‘his exquisite 
tenderness ‘and devotion—yet her character, and her opinions, 
too, were formed before her marriage. Brought up under 
narrowing, enervating influences, leading for many years a 
secluded invalid’s life, she fought her way to that freedom 
from prejudice which is not learnt in Bohemia, but springs out. 
of a wholly generous nature. She was a liberal by instinct ; 
there is no other kind of liberal. .No sentimentalist, many of 
her opinions were very unpopular, and would be so now. I 
have no space to quote a passage, remarkable considering its 
date, forty years ago, in which she speaks of the enthusiasm 
for Florence Nightingale, an enthusiasm she shared, but which 
did not prevent her from criticising some of the noble woman’s 
admirers. To give an extract would be to wrong her; and 
her criticism was as true as it was daring then and as it would 
be unwelcome even now. Soft and womanly as she was in her 
verse and her life, you find her always ranging herself with the 
pioneers, with the ardent and the spirited. And this not merely 
in her youth. But then her youth was perpetual. She was 
forty-seven and fragile when she said, ‘I, for my part, never 
felt younger. . ... Be sure that it is highly moral to be young 
as long as possible. Women who throw up the game early (or 
even late) .. . . area disgrace to their sex, aren’t they now ?” 
She was near her death when she wrote, ‘“ When there is no 
longer any growth in me, I desire to die—for one. And at 
present I by no means desire to die.” 

Almost simultaneously her poems appear in an excellent 


And no distasteful truth nor, 


popular edition, for the first time complete, save for the early 
version of the “ Prometheus,” which she wished suppressed. 
They are arranged in chronological order, and they should ‘be 
read with the letters. Not that the best of-them need a com- 
mentary. No oae could think Elizabeth Browning's poetry was 
a mere elegant recreation. But none of us can altogether 
realise how it was wrung out of the pangs and hopes of burning 
hours till we have read and been stirred hy these ardent, fight- 
ing, generous letters to her friends. A. M. 


TWO ANTHOLOGIES.* 


The lovers of poetry arc rarely blessed to receive in one 
week anthologies from the hands of two such masterly critics 
as Mrs. Meynell and Mr. W. E. Henley. The inevitable com- 
parison is interesting and not invidious. Much indeed the two 
collections have in common ; they are alike the fruit of ripe 
and strenuous scholarship, and they are alike the achievement of 
independent and unfettered judgment. Both Mrs. Meynell and 
Mr. Henley are, as the former puts it, “quite sure about 
genius ”—sure, not out of crude and untutored self-sufficiency, 
but upon the safe authority of adequate preliminary training. 
Choice, in these matters, must in the last resort be a personal 
thing, but the outcome of an impersonal process. At one, then, in 
their disciplined liberty from tradition, the two books in no 
respect clash; they reflect different and markedly individual 
temperaments ; they are complementary.. As a mere matter of 
structure, Mr. Henley’s contains some four hundred pieces to 
half that number in Mrs. Meynell’s ; and Mr. Henley does, 
while Mrs. Meynell does not, explicitly accept the limitation’ of 
the term lyric. It is a more fundamental distinction, I fancy, 
that the two critics are somewhat differently interested. Take- 
Mr. Henley’s admirable definition of a lyric. “ Lyrical,” he 
quotes from Mr. Palgrave, “ has been held to imply that each 
poem shall turn-on some single thought, feeling, or situation ” ; 
and adds, ‘ I would rather say that unless ‘thought’ aud 
: feeling’ and ' situation ’ all are single, and all are present, and 
so present that in the final result * feeling’ shall oblige us to 
forget the others, or at least to consider them chiefly essen- 
tial to its triumphing expression, that result is not a lyric.” 
Now I think that, consciously or unconsciously, Mrs. Meynell 
attaches greater relative importance, even when dealing with 
lyrics, than Mr. Henley does, to the element of thought in 
poetry. I gather this from her title, ‘The Flower of the 
Mind,” not “ The Flower of the Heart.” And I gather it from 
the choice she has made of lyrics—the obvious lyrics once 
chosen—as compared with Mr. Henley’s. Mr. Henley gives you 
a rollicking Restoration song of Jordan's or the passionate 
doggerel of Moore. Mrs. Meynell prefers those “ fair and 
flagrant ” things of Crashaw'’s, where a passion no less 
intense makes subtle music by mastering a crowd of images. 
Emotion; to suit her taste, must be sublimed and _intellectual- 
ised ; where Mr. Henley is content with impetus, she requires 
impetus dominated by art. 

The very different bulk of the two collections works out into 
another marked distinction. Mr. Henley has room to be repre- 
sentative, and, in a sense, exhaustive. He can put in almost : 
everything that especially takes his fancy. Mrs. Meynell, on - 
the other hand, discriminates; she has pitched her standard 
very high, and will admit only the very best. Gray's “ Elegy” 
is her touchstone ; it is excluded, and anything that does not 
surpass it in the essential qualities of poetry is excluded also. 
And therefore you will use and commend the books for different 
purposes. Mr. Henley will show you the extraordinary width 
and variety of English lyric inspiration ; Mrs. Meynell will point 
you to the extreme felicities, the highest heights which English 
poetry has ever conquered. 

’ Leaving generalities, it may be of interest to indicate some 
of the directions in which each anthologist has broken away 
from the beaten track of the older anthologies. Mr. Henley 
devotes fifty pages to a liberal selection from the poetical and 
prophetical books of the English Bible. It is an interesting 
experiment, but perhaps an audacious one, for, lyrical as they 
are in inspiration, these unmetrical paraphrases of foreign 
poetry do not seem quite in keeping with the normal contents 
of the volume. And if they are introduced why should other 
passages of so-called prose-poetry be kept out ? Mr. Henley’s

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generosities to Alexander Scott, to Campion, to Jonson, to. 
Herrick, are grateful ; but surely four poems of Wordsworth 
do not keep the proportion of things, and one could wish “that 
the chronological line had been drawn before instead of after 
the pinchbeck of Poe. Charaeteristic of Mrs. Meynell is her 
preference of the Caroline to the Elizabethan note. Crashaw, 
Lovelace, Marvell, Vaughan are liberally represented, Lodge 
and Greene very slightly, Bréton not at all. Nor has Mrs. 
Meynell space to spare for much eighteenth-century verse, .or 
for anything of Byron's except ‘The Isles of Greece.” In 
another Anthology,” she says, ‘‘ a secondary Anthology, the one 
in which Gray's ‘ Elegy ’ would have an honourable place, some 
more of Byron’s lyrics would certainly be found; and except 
this there is no apology” 
proper lordship with twenty-one pieces, the largest. number, 
save one, inthe book. Neither anthologist does anything like 
justice to Donne ; four pieces here, three there, are surely 
inadequate. “As an editor of Donne, I observe with some 
amusement thaf Mr. Henley has been misled by a rival editor 
into printing as Donne’s a composite poem, of which the three 
last stanzas are genuine, but the first, which has a different 
metre, is by another J.D., namely John Dowland. There is 
also a misprint of Bhi. for 1849 on Mr. Henley’s title page.

THE AUTHORESS OF THE ODYSSEY.* 


Boys, girls, and lovers of stories generally are nowadays 
well supplied with ‘Christmas books, but it-has been reserved 
for Mr. Butler to provide scholars with a most interesting 
specimen of this seasonable literature. Well known as the 
author of “ Erewhon’” and ‘‘ Bishop Butler's Life,” he has now 
produced a book which happily combines the merits of both 
those works. Fact and fiction, the grave and the gay, Homer 
and-humour, are blended everywhere captivatimg confusion, 
while the writer doubles the effect by an admirable affectation 
of earnestness.. The way in which he attacks “the leading 
lliadic and Qdyssean scholars of England. and the Continent ” 
for ‘‘not one of them bringing forward a serious argument” 
against his theory, ‘though he has taken ample -care that they 
should be informed concerning it,” is excellent in its assumed 
gravity. Nor can anything be better than the irony with which 
he deseribes “‘ the nightmares. of Homeric extravagance which 
German professors have’ evolved out of their own conscious- 
ness,” and. then immediately records his own conviction that 
the Odyssey was written by a woman... The idea_of earnest 
purpose is also well-kept up in an abridgment, extending over 
eighty pages, of a translation of the Odyssey which the author 
has prepared; and. which.is. written, not like that of Messrs. 
Butcher and. Lang, “with a leaning towards Wardour Street ” 
—can -Mr, Lang parry that thrust ?—but in “ plain prose,” 
better suited, “say, to Tottenham Court Road,” although tke 
humour comes, perhaps, too:much to the surface in a passage 
like the following :— 

“* Papa dear,’.said Nausicaa, ‘could you manage to let me 
have a good. big waggon ?_ I want.to take all our dirty clothes 
to the river and wash them. You are the chief man here, so 
it is only proper that you should have a clean shirt when you 
attend meetings of the council.’” 

It is this Nausicaa, “ young, headstrong, and unmarried,” 
who wrote the Odyssey, while in order to turn our heads, warp 
our judgment, and convince our intellect, a portrait of the lady, 
the original of which on slate long formed the door of a baker's 
oven at Cortona, embellishes the frontispiece. There she is, 
the skittish daughter of a Sicilian king, who lived at Trapani 
under Mount Eryx—a careful map of the locality is appended 
—about 1050-1coo,B.¢., and, having read the Iliad, of which 
Mr. Butler will “ within the next few weeks offer the British 
Museum a copy with all the passages. borrowed by her under- 
lined,” resolved to show dull man what a woman could do. 
It would be unfair to refer too fully to the arguments by which 
Mr. Butler establishes his main thesis. He points out the 
supremely feminine ignorance which the authoress exhibits of 
how to milk ewes and build a beat ; he asks who but a woman 
would describe Ciree and Calypso as keeping only female 

servants ; who else in describing the entry of a troop of ghosts 
would put “the brides first and the young bachelors second ” ; 
he is sure that no man would make his nurse “fold up the

Wordsworth, however, returns to his - 


clothes” of Telemachus before putting him to bed. But the 
whole must be read to be fully appreciated. The reviewer of 
such a book should only whet the appetite by a few samples, 
though he may also, perhaps, suggest that one telling point 
has hardly been sufficiently pressed home. The peculiar con- 
ditions (see p. 32*) under which Ulysses first appeared to 
Nausicaa are well known, and clearly show that the passage 
was written by a lady. Nay more, they sliow that the gifted 
authoress anticipated by three thousand years the good taste 
which now characterises many advanced writers of the same 
sex. 

It only remains to add that the illustrations refute scepticism. 
Two photographs of the cave of Polyphemus, one with a gig 
waiting outside, and the other with Mr. Butler inside, make it 
clear that we are dealing with concrete facts, while another 
which represents-“ H. Festing- Jones, Esq. (height six feet two 
inches) in Flute of Column at Selinunte ” quite overpowers me. 
Six feet two inches is an excellent height, being exactly my 
own, and I do not believe that such a man would stand in the 
flute of a column for nothing, but I never before recognised 
the relation between my altitude—and that of Mr. Jones—with 
the authorship of the Odyssey. Those, however, who wish to 
see what that relation is should turn to the book itself, for, in 
spite of its paradoxes, it is full of wit and really suggestive 
criticism. | T. E. PAGE. 


THE CELTIC MUSE.t 


Mrs. Shorter touches two strings of the Celtic lyre—pity 
and fear. The Celt loves the supernatural because he dreads 
it; is even familiar with it to jesting point, because it has the 
fascination of fear. The eerie and the strange are in Mrs, 
Shorter’s work like the cry of the Banshee at midnight. On 
these wild strings she plays wild music. She is a good ballad- 
writer, and her feeling for the supernatural stands her in 
good stead. Ballads which are cn the lines of the old immortal 
ones that grew out of the very hearts of the people, on the 
lines of these, yet no whit imitative, arerare enough. The poets 
of our day who have excelled in the form have written some- 
thing widely different from the old ballads. Rossetti, Kipling, 
Davidson, to mention three, have stamped their own indi- 
viduality upon their work. Theirs are not the least bit 
in the world in the line of descent from: those ancient ballads 
the making of which extended over centuries, yet are so 
harmonious that they might be the work of one master-hand. 
Mrs. Shorter is simple, direct, dramatic, and passionate. Her 
thoughts are not in the least obvious, and the end of the poem 
comes often as a dramatic surprise. For instance, the Ballad 
of Marjorie. Her lover has been brought up from the sea in a 
fisher's net, ane the dead man spoke : - 


“ What said he that you seem so sad, 
O fisher of the sea?” 
* (Alack I know it was my love 
That fain would speak with me.) 


“ He said, ‘ Beware a woman’s mouth, 
A rose that bears a thorn.’” 

Ah me, these lips shall smile no more 
That gave my lover scorn. 


“He said, ‘ Beware a woman's eyes; 
They pierce you with their death.’” 
Then falling tears shall make them blind 

That robbed my dear of breath. 


“He said, ‘Beware a woman’s hair— 
A serpent’s coil of gold.’” 

Then will I shear the cruel locks 
That crushed him in their fold. 


“ He said, ‘ Bz:ware a woman’s heart, 
As you would shun the reef,’ ” 

So let it break within my breast 
‘And perish of my grief. 


“ He raised his hands; a woman’s name 
Thrice, bitterly, he cried. 

My net had parted with the strain— 
He vanished in the tide.”

She has gained much in skill and restraint since her first 
volume. A few of the poems are hardly worthy of the rest, 
‘“‘A Suicide,” for example; but there is nothing that is not 
individual and more or less radiant with the glamour of poetry.

LOCHINVAR.* 


There never was a hero so harried and worried before. We 
knew from the ballad of a long wooing and a suit denied, but the 
smoothly successful abduction of the lady, while the “ poor 
craven bridegroom said never a word,” had not prepared us for 
the gallant’s early history so very full of vicissitudes, now 
revealed by Mr. Crockett. The double outlawry, the hopeless 
courtship, the fightings, imprisonments, escapes, the homeless 
wanderings on sand dunes, on the high seas, and’in barren 
isles, would have worn out the constitution of any ordinary 
hero of romance.- But his -buffetings are so various and 
original iti kind that we drown our sympathy in a demoralised 
enjoyment of them. Only one source of ill-usage. do we 
resent. The lady he abducted So cleverly on her wedding day 
was not worth his long service... A woman that believes ill of 
her lover on‘the. bare word of another, and refuses to hear an 
explanatien ; that. pouts, and sulks, and taunts when he is 
down on his luck, even if she softens when his back is turned, 
is of a poor, ungenerous nature, a soil in which. nothing very 
worthy can grow. We deeply regret Wat's innocent flirtation 
with Marie did not end in marriage. But then the story must 
have ended, too; for the wicked Barra’s vengeance would 
presumably have ceased, and his wedding with Kate been a 
quite humdrum affair. Since we are bound fast to the facts of 
the ballad, we should have liked a nobler Kate. . 

“ Lochinvar ” is a vivacious story of adventure ; you can 
hardly breathe between the quick changes of scene and incident. 
Yet it is in: Mr. Crockett’s second best manner. There are 
interesting glimpses of William of Orange and Claverhouse, 
but the main. personages do not breathe with a very real life. 
Barra is an inartistic villain, and the highlanders are caricatures. 
The rest are hardly realised. If, however, the hero and 
Scarlett are puppets, they are pulled and tugged through their 
lively parts by a vigorous and capable hand. 


MR. WATTS-DUNTON’S POEMS.+ 


Wherever we place Mr. Watts-Dunton, playing that difficult 
and unsatisfactory game of numbering and ranking, he must be 
a marked and rather lonely figure. He seems to owe nothing 
to the fashions of the day. Without a note of revolt in him, he 
is nobody’s scholar, and nobody’s teacher. 

To analyse his work is to find what should, combined, give 
more pleasure than is actually the case. He has tenderness 
which embraces quite ordinary interests, wide sympathy, a 
delight in nature, a gentle mind, a faultless taste. But the 
something which divides the poetical from poetry is not his, or 
rarely. There is no magic. He has not the lyrical spirit. 
Nothing of his sings long in your ears. His views of life are 
sane and just, and not at all profound. The transparent honesty 
of his purpose and his style prevents his deceiving himself or 
his readers in this regard. It is this honesty that gives grit and 
effectiveness to the best of all the poems, the gipsy drama, 
“ The Coming of Love.” Rhona, the gipsy maid, is taken straight 
out of real life, not from behind the footlights. A gipsy maid 
is not a gorgio. She has a simpler mind, with none of the 
respectable sublimities taught by books and boarding-schools. 
The wild and tame things of nature are as familiar to her as the 
contents of shop windows are to her civilised sister. Yet she 
is not sentimental ; she has not the passions of a tragedy queen.

VASARI REVISED.* 


The excellent work in this new edition we owe to American 
critics and students. They have made us an admirable book, 
the special virtues of which only those who have toiled in the 
difficult field of modern art criticism and art history are worthy 
to know and value. -The mass of technical literature respect- 
ing the authorship of pictures to be read and digested nowadays, 
before one has the right to hold opinions, is enormous ; to be an 
authority concerning works scattered through the -whole of 
Europe, means years of hard labour ; even to repeat correctly 
what other authorities have decided is no light task. These 
editors have saved themselves no trouble. Their notes sum- 
ming up the results of all the best research will bear the. test of 
the most rigid examination, and are themselves as good asa 
guide to the literature of Italian art in its great days. The illus- 
trations are well selected and mostly well reproduced, though 
there are unhappy exceptions ; the Pesaro Madonna of Titian, 
for instance, seems not suitable for cperent? on a small 
scale, . 

_It is. not a patent edition. We do not agree with the 
elles about there being no need for a new translation. Mrs. 
Foster's, which we have known all our reading lives, has great 
merits, but we should have one that does not need so much 
correction in the footnotes. And at all events, whether hers 
was used or not, we should have had a complete Vasari. The 
editors have certainly made a good selection of the lives ; but 
no selection from a much-loved book leaves a reader satisfied. 
And the notice of Vasari himself is rather frothy, we think. 
No, the edition is not perfect; but it is so very much better 
than anything we have had in England before; so much 
superior, so far as editing goes, to any edition save the revised 
Milanesi one, that we make our few criticisms with a full 
sense of what we owe both to editors and publishers for this 
issue of one of the most permanently interesting and delightful 
books in the world. We have said we should have a complete 
Vasari. Let us give another suggestion more easily carried 
out. We want a good small selection at a popular price. A 
year or so ago something of the kind was attempted in a very 
unsatisfactory fashion. It was not annotated, so far as we 
remember, and the Introduction, a miserable affair, was written 
by one who owned Italian art appealed very little to him! 
That he knew nothing about it was very evident. Will not the 
editors and publishers of this fine edition think of the gap in 
the libraries of poor art students ?

Missionary enterprise can have few records so full of general 
interest as these written so simply, yet so effectively, by 
M. Coillard. Jotted down just as difficult circumstances per- 
mitted, by a camp fire or in a canoe, his narrative has the 
stamp of real life about it, and as travel book or as an incen- 
tive to missions it is equally striking. The Barotsi Mission has 
had a history full of interest, vicissitude, and hard-won success, 
beginning in the native Christian enterprise of the Banyai 
Expedition, and wielding a wonderful power over the tribes at 
the present day. Its notes on the spiritual and physical welfare 
of the people, on the perils and adventures of the pioneers, 
here a picture of native life and there a glimpse of a missionary’s 
manifold duties, now a personal reflection, and again some 
lively station gossip, make M. Coillard’s book one to turn to at 
any page. No systematic plan could have made us realise as 
he does the day to day efforts of pioneers like him, and what 
a Christian mission costs. 


VICTORIAN LITERATURE 
We have had manuals of Victorian literature before now, but 
nobody has} made one on Mr. Shorter’s plan. Whether the 
compilers have been big writers or little writers, they have one

We have a hundred essays on Tennyson, and shall have a 
hundred more, but of books that deign to notice all the good 
workers in any field of literature, whether of immortal destiny 
or not, we have hardly one. We must turn, in our need, to odd 
volumes of “ Men of the Time” and such like, and there miss, 
what Mr. Shorter contrives to show, the trend of the age, the 
impulses and reactions, and the force contributed by each writer 
to the many-sided result. The book is nearly, not quite, up to 
date. It was probably wise not to include the newest 
reputations. 

The very index, since it is classified, is of much service. Criti- 
cism is subservient to the purpose of information ; but it is not 
absent. If we sometimes disagree with his frank and fearless 
judgments—as when he says “ Sydney Smith left nothing that 
we can read to-day ”"—-we must own that in the main they are 
able, commonsensible, and show a fine sense of rank and 
proportion. 


THRO’ LATTICE WINDOWS.* 


The brilliant author of “London Idylls” has sought in 
village Nonconformity the inspiration for his latest book. It is 
difficult to say which of these idylls bears most distinctly the 
mark of genius. Nearly all are beautiful, and the fragrance of

and all essayed to be very solemn critics; to weigh this man 
and that, to cast this out and set the other on a pedestal. Mr. 
Shorter is much less solemn and a great deal more practical. 
We -do not mean that he has given a place to all and sundry 
bookmakers of the period. But his purpose has not been to 
play the judge of what will become immortal—a very premature 
thing to do—but to set down brief, concise accounts of the 
books and their makers that during the last sixty years have 
influenced thought and action, that have made a name in large 
circles or small, for investigation, inspiration, scholarship, judg- 
ment, imagination, or style, or simply because they happily hit 
the needs of the hour. Some of them may be out of date 
already, but they did their work, and earned a place in history 
if not in literature. Mr. Shorter has found an excellent motto 
for his purpose in Whitman's lines : 
“ Births have brought us richness and variety, 
And other births will bring us richness and variety; 


I do not call one greater and one smaller; 
That which fills its period and place is equal to any.”

the country breathes from every page. Perhaps the best 
chapters are those which tell the story of Dexter and of 
Solomon Gill. Dexter, the gravedigger, who gets drunk every 
day, and sings wild songs even from the pit of death, has this 
soft spot in his heart, that he loves his two motherless children, 
and contrives to make them the cleanést and happiest boy and 
girl in the village. It is unkind of Mr. Dawson to rob him of 
his cherished Johnny. The idyll called “‘ The Extravagance of 
Solomon Gill,” seems to us the finest piece of work which the 
author has yet produced. Taken with the two chapters which 
complete the story of Solomon Gill, it proves that in Mr. Daw- 
son English Dissent has at last found a worthy interpreter. 
There is humour as well as pathos in these idylls, but it is 
humour of a genial and kindly sort, with no trace of the sarcasm 
which was so marked a feature of ‘‘ London Idylls.” The eyes 
that look through the lattice windows have a twinkle of old- 
world merriment ; the talk of the Barford rustics is as quaintly 
original as that of the Dewy family in “ Under the Greenwood 
Tree.” “The Man from London ” is the best of the humorous 
chapters. Mumsley, the grocer, who drives to meet the man 
from London, wearing black kid gloves in honour of the occa- 
sion ; Mumsley, who -is so poor as a preacher, so brilliantly

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successful as the chapel’s auctioneer, is a creation of whom any 
novelist might be proud. Mr. Dawson’s book is thoroughly 
fresh and wholesome. Everyone who cares to know the inner 
life of rural Nonconformity should hasten to procure it. 


TWO FOREIGN STATESMEN.* 


There is no full and adequate modern Life of Philip II. 
Prescott’s is now forty years old, and deals less with the man 
than his times. The old Spanish lives are mostly uncritical 
panegyrics; such works as have lately appeared in the 
Peninsula, in Germany and France, are concerned with special 
departments and episodes of Philip's reign. Mr. Hume may 
therefore be said to have occupied, and to hold for the present, 
this new field. The case of William the Silent is different. 
Miss Putnam’s work, which appeared in two volumes:in 1895, is 
authoritative, perhaps final, and Mr. Harrison commends it 
warmly. It follows that his own little volume must assume 
much of the character of an abridgment, though he has not 
failed to review for himself the authorities. We have not 
found, however, any instance in wlich he has found it neces- 
sary to correct Miss Putnam’s conclusions. To her at least we 
owe the flood of interest regarding William’s domestic life and 
character which Mr. Harrison kas so pleasingly handled. No 


cog ever received so unjust a name to be hanged by, as this 


stupid title of ‘the Silent.” We go to see the bullet mark in 
that dark star at Delft, with our heads full of eloquent scraps 
from popular essays about the Great Silentiary—kis impene- 
trable eyes, dark designs, unspoken yearnings, his stern self- 
repression, and all the rest of it. Alas! William was in his 
youth a splendid, extravagant Prince Charming, and even when 
troubles were wearing him down, he retained to the last what 
all regarded as his peculiar characteristic, and this was not 
taciturnity, but excessive aflability and brilliant, copious con- 
versaticn. We can see for ourselves that he writes with every 
fluency ard lueidity ; we are assured that his talk to high and 
low was sirgularly easy, charming and persuasive. The origin 
of the misnomer is highly authenticated, but has never convinced 
me. Either the evidence is wrong, or we are. baffled by a 
mystery. The story as told by..himself, by Payen and others, 
is that in 1559, while hunting one day, Henry II. disclosed to 
William his plans for reoting out heresy, thinking that Alva had 
made him privy to the whole scheme. William did not un- 
deceive him, and from that day became the Protestant champion. 
Now here we have no hint of silence—tke least silence v.ould 
have bred suspicion. Payen’s words are, ‘ the Prince answered 
him in such a way that,” ete. Evidently he discussed matters 
with him, though no doubt in a guarded way. So William was 
not silent, but politic, diplomatic, wary, astute, and reticent. 
Now we wish.Mr, Harrison had traced, if possible, how and 
when this absurd nickname came to be fastened on William, 
and how it gradually stuck to him. For my own part I cannot 
but suspect that its source in the hunting episode was an after- 
thought.

Among fairy tales Mr. Lang’s ss Pink Fairy Book” (I.ong- 
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mans) ranks high, but we speak of that elsewhere. We would 
specially commend, too, another very unconventional and, for 
old and young, most readable collection, “The Diamond 
Fairy Book ” (Hutchinson), where modern authors of many 
countries have been drawn upon, but only such as can tell a 
story well. The illustrator is Mr. H. R. Millar. Messrs. Bliss, 
Sands have sent out a good and wonderfully cheap edition of 
Andersen, with pictures by Mr. W. H. Robinson, while Mr. 
Allen reissues, in one volume, his superb Andersen, illustrated 
by Mr. Gaskin, For children who have all these on their shelves, 
there are ‘‘ Icelandic Tales ” (Warne), edited by Mrs. Hall, with 
pictures by Mr. E, A. Mason, a set of strikingly imaginative and 
spirited stories, and, what will certainly be new to most young 
readers, ‘ Australian Fairy Tales” (Ward, Lock), which have 
a fresh and pleasant flavour of their own. Among the re- 
issues of old. favourites, the same firm’s “ Swiss Family 
Robinson,” substantially bound and copiously illustrated, should 
not be forgotten. 

The fantasy, with a more or less near descent from Lewis 
Carroll's masterpieces, is a fashionable form’ of literature for 
young folks now. . There are children whom it exasperates, and 
there are cthers to whom books without some admixture of cari- 
cature, or satire, or grotesque absurdity are so much “ stodge.” 
Farrow’s. “ Wallypug in’ London” (Methten) is a clever 
extravaganza,” really amusing, and with witty illustrations 
by Alan Wright. Of the delightful “ Flamp” we speak else- 
where. Mr. Auber’s ‘Revelations of a Sprite ” . (Unwin) 
resembles more the ordinary modern fairy tale, but its quali- 
ties are above the dull average of such. 

Of children’s magazines the ‘Little Folks ” (Cassell) volume 
scems to us far and away the best both for pictures and .read- 
ing matter... Only some American periodicals can compete with 
it. But ‘* Sunday” (Wells, Gardner) fulfils its own purpose 
with vigour and enterprise. There is nothing of the sermon 
atmosphere about it. Religious reading for children is pro- 
vided, too, in a pleasantly written aud illustrated book called 
“The Companions of Jesus ” (S.S.U_). 

Chief in another class is Mr. E. V. Lucas’s “ Book of Verses 
for Children ” (Richards). One cannot overpraise the judgment 
that has gone to the making of it, or marvel too much at*the 
editor's divination how far (and it is very far) children can 
wander with delight in poetry land, in some directions, and how 
soon their feet tire in others. “ And. as rhyme suggests music we 
are reminded of the claims of. Miss K. Ramsay's tune book, 
‘‘Some Flowers from’A Child's Garden of Verses ” (Gardver, 
Darton). Stevenson has been happy in the composers who 
have collaborated with him. “Mr. S. R. Crockett has written a 
fore-word to the book, and we fearlessly affirm that he has 
never written anything better. 

Mr. Crockett has also written one of the children’s. books of 
the season, “ The Adventures of Sir Toady Lion and General 
Napoleon Smith” (Gardner, Darton). It is a delightfully dash- 
ing tale of two unquenchable young spirits, their followers, and 
their dastardly foes. But we are ready to canvass the young- 
sters of Great Britain in support of our opinion that with the 
children who are worthy to enjoy the capital fun of the plotting 
and the fighting, the love-scenes will be unpopular. Bright 
children are sentimental, of course, but while they read with 
delight ofthe éourtship of-knights “atid fair’ ladies, the loves of 
little Tommy and little Molly are much beneath their interest.

Mouse and her Boys” (Macmillan) is in her usual pleasant vein. 


Boys’ stories of zdventure are legion, and of all qualities. 
We have sifted those that have come in our way, and declare 
the following safe as gift-books—subject, variety of incident, 
writing, and illustrations all being considered, ‘‘ Master Sky- 
lark” (Macmillan), a tale of Shakespeare’s days, is unquestion- 
ably a fine story, with capital pictures. Mr. Stoddard’s “ Lost 
Gold of the Montezumas ” (Hodder) is sure to be a favourite. 
“ A Voyage of the Avenger” (Jarrold), a story of Drake's days ; 
“The Island of Gold” (Nelson), “The. Golden Galleon” 
(Blackie), ‘“ The Vanished Yacht” (Nelson), “ Frank Allreddy’s 
Fortune” (Ward, Lock), an excellent Indian story,- “ Tom 
Tufton's Travels’ (Nelsow), “ An Emperor’s Doom ” (Nelson), a 
story of Maximilian in Mexico, ‘‘ With Crockett and Bowie” 
(Blackie), the last a Texas tale, ‘‘ Scarlet Feather” (Griffith), 
a Red Indian story, of course, ‘The Adventures cf a Stow- 
away ” (Griffith), ‘‘ Breaking the Record” (Nelson), an Arctic 
tale, and ‘ Vandrad the Viking” (Nelson), all seem to us 
uncommonly good. Then there is Jules Verne’s “ Clovis 
Dardentor” (Low), which needs ro praise from us, ‘while 
Messrs Griffith, Farran have sent out new and very pretty 
editions of Kingston's ‘‘ Three Admirals” and ‘ Three Com- 
manders.” History plays a great part in Miss Everett Green's 
“ Clerk of Oxford” (Nelson), in “ John Marmaduke ” (Putnam's), 
a romance of the English Invasion of Ireland in 1649, by an 
American writer,-and the ever-vigorous Mr. Henty’s “ With 
Frederic the Great” (Blackie). Of school stories there seem 
to be fewer. than usual, but Mr. Whishaw's “ Gubbins Minor” 
(Griffith), “Dr, Burleigh’s Boys” (Griffith), and. “ Exiled. from 
School ” (Black) are all good of their kind, Will young people read 
Mr. Ascott Hope’s very clever “ Half. Text History” (Black), 
where school life and school boys are treated with all the art 
of the complete novelist ? . The boys with edges to their minds 
will enjoy it, we think, and we know that for their elders it is 
full of entertainment. 


NOVEL _ NOTES. 


A DAUGHTER OF STRIFE, me Jane Helen Findlater. 6s. 
(Methuen.) 
We were much too idaneiedet in the story to stop and count 
and scan .the words’ here, but Miss Findlater’s work leaves us 
with the impression that nowhere is there an adjective too 
much. - It-is written in the dry, clear style that demands skill 
and vigour, and skill and vigour are unmistakable gifts of this 
talented writer. Her first book, “ The Green Graves of 
Balgowrie,” had a Scottish subject. The scenes here pass iu. 
London and the South of. England,. but the temper is still 
Lowland Scots. Dialect-is but a poor.key. to the birthplace of, 
a style. In the shrewdness; the goed sense, the reticence of 
sentiment, the capable handling of. a subject thoroughly .under-. 
stood before it is tackled, she suggests. what one only knows, by 
vague reputation, - the good -talkers of ; Edinburgh - of. an 
earlier generation. - Were she inclined more, to laughter - ‘she 
might be a Miss Ferrier. .. Her,temper is, not modern— eighteenth 
century, rather, like her style,. which seems, to-be from 
that clear and strong if rather. shortsighted age: 
But the dry manner does not hinder the story from being a 
romance. It igs a, romance -springing-out ef a -grim tragedy: 
Yet it is pure and joyous romance, , The loyes of Philip and 
Caroline are more fresh and real and charthing than any Sehtim en- 
talist Could have made them. The glimpses of their childhood 
are masterly. One thing only strikes us as somewhat incredible 
+_that the good-hearted Sebastian’s opposition to the marriage 
should have been so persistent. For the sake of his beloved 
daughter would he not have swallowed his pain ; and if Philip 
was the son of his bitter foe, was he not likewise the son of 
the woman who ‘had been the light of his eyes? But Miss 
Findlater holds to the hard possibilities of the case. In the 
hardest of -all we must acquiesce. It is a strong scene where 
the villain is murdered, and, thinking the murderer is his own 
son, calls out with his last breath a warning to him to. escape. 
From such excellent ' ‘work we have a fight to expect great 
things from’ Miss Findlater i in- the future. 


IN KEDAR’S TENTS. By Sleusy. Seton Merriman. 6s, (Smith, 
Elder.)

of our story-writers possess, showing. a contentrated-energy and 
a reserve of power that are rare and impressive.

the country, the personages, are all picturesque, for it is a 
Spanish tale of the Carlist wars, the hero an Irishman, reck- 
lessly brave and generous, and the men and women he comes 
in contact with all raised far above the ordinary level by 
courage or passion or astuteness. It is mere cavilling to hint 
at weaknesses in such a good piece of work. If they are there, 
they are so as part of the fibre of the thing, and they produce 
some of the effect ; they are never the result of mere carelessness. 
For a writer who, more than most of our popular entertainers, 
shows very clearly he has a working intellect, Mr. Merriman’s 
method and style are here a trifle stagy ; he overawes us with 
the height of his personages, by making some of them walk on 
stilts. But the grand manner will be resented by few, and by 
hardly one while the good story is progressing. It is also 
welcome evidence, too, of a changed attitude towards men, and 
especially towards womankind. His old faults were irritability 
and cheap cynicism. There is hardly a trace of either here. 


HUMAN ODDS AND ENDS: Stories and Sketches. By George 
Gissing. 6s. (Lawrence and Bullen.) 

How much more pitiful Mr. Gissing has grown of the human 
beings he creates for us! He still shows them to us in hard, 
or sordid, or hopeless plights, and he reveals more and more 
his disbelief in hardship as a blessed influence. Poverty 
is mostly ugly, and to sensitive souls generally demoralising. 
But sometimes, of late, he goes further, and shows he cannot 
bear the thought of help being withheld in so much 
curable human misfortune, and his hand is stretched out in 
rescue. The hopeless, harmless wretch in “An Inspiration,” 
gets vitality and an awakening to an old romance and a 
new future by a dinner. Mr. Mayhew, the hero of “In 
Honour Bound,” is saved from paying the uttermost farthing 
of a debt that would have dragged him down, The poor, 
tired woman of “A Day of Silence,” dies before the 
bodies of her husband and child are brought home. There 
are other lighter, more amusing stories. But such as tell of 
the struggle with fate, of the shadow of poverty and of un- 
sympathetic presences, are the stronger and give the colour to 
the book. Asa writer of short stories, Mr. Gissing is advanc- 
ing with rapid strides to a high place. There is no waste, 
there are no preambles, in his straightforward, forcible narratives 
of the life of the less fortunate to-day. 


THE JOY OF MY YOUTH. By Claud Nicholson. 
(E. Mathews.) 


The defects of this book's qualities must stand in its way 
more than ordinarily, since these qualities are all French and 
the book purports to be English. Everything that has gone 
to make it has been learnt in France, and for the most learnt 
very well. Mr. Nicholson has an artist’s power of suggesting 
more than he tells; he has an intimate knowledge of his 
difficult personages; he knows how to convince us that the 
story is a French one better than by description or information. 
There are some silly pages, we must own with regret. But 
Cornelius, the hero, is a charming child from first to last, 
a sick child even amid the most spirited enterprises of his 
manhood's years. Too delicate, too cultivated, most will vote 
the book; but that rough judgment will ignore its intention; 
which is fulfilled almost without a flaw.

A PASSIONATE PILGRIM. By Percy White. 6s. (Methuen.) 


If we quite understand this last novel of Mr. White’s—by 
no means so uniform in tone and purpose as his earlier ones— 
it is a very sad story indeed. In defiance of his family, a 
young lad falls romantically and generously in love with a girl 
below him in station. But family anger and his own youth 
hinder less than the girl, an ambitious worldling who jilts him 
for higher game. Perhaps his love for her lasts throughout the 
aimless years after he inherits the money that freezes his 
energies, We cannot quite make out if this be so. But when 
she is free he is at her feet again, and we are sorry, for he is 
a decent fellow, and she is cold, hard, low-minded. The satire 
is not of the ruthless, consistent order of “ Mr. Bailey Martin.” 
Sentiment mingles with and mitigates it; but Mr. White has 
his bouts of wholesome severity for stupidity of the cruel, 
worldly kind. Indeed, he might have consented to punish 
Sylvia for the same crime without outraging human possi- 
bilities. It is a book of fine shades rather than strong effects. 
There is undeniable pathos in it which, however, will rot force 
the attention of the hasty reader. 


THE BETH BOOK. Being a Study from the Life of Elizabeth 
"> Caldwell Maclure, a Woman of Genius. By Sarah Grand, 63. 
(Heinemann.) ‘ 

We admit it is difficult to do justice to this book. If we 
regard its high and serious purpose only, we disregard one very 
important circumstance, that its purpose is not so well served as 
it might be, not half so well as in “‘ The Heavenly Twins,” for 
instance. Sarah Grand’s hand has coarsened since then, and 
the most enthusiastic well-wisher of her mission must admit 
that it requires delicate furtherance. The wicked husband here 
is a detestable brute—he is called, by the way, a “ plausible 
hog ”—but the least squeamish reader must feel inclined to throw 
the book down in sheer disgust at the gross presentment of him. 
It is not our fault if we cry out indignantly at the bad taste of 
the writer rather than at the vice of her characters. The prob- 
ing detective spirit is morbidly at work throughout the book ; 
and the sense of the tragedy overshadow:!ng women's lives from 
the cause deplored by Sarah Grand, which dignified her efforts 
and made them impressive, has given way to something that 
looks very much like a gloating over horrors, The disagreeable 
passages are often quite gratuitous. We admit fully the use- 
fulness’ and the sincerity of her purpose, and deplore her 
clumsiness. The book may have an audience that nothing else 
would reach. The stupid, the stolid, may only be touched by 
such drumming on one harsh note, by such ceaseless boring of 
their thick skins. The “ Woman of Genius” portion of the 
title may be ignored. No woman of genius is presented. That 
can only be done by the aid of qualities wholly absent here. By 
genius is probably meant persistent energy. As a story the one 
thing that can be said for it is that it knows its own mind, and 
takes endless trouble to make its mind known. A little of the 
art and style so obtrusively despised through the mouth of the 
heroine would have made the journey a shorter and surer one. 
Beth is a very ordinary young woman—save in energy, we 
admit—but if she had been really the woman of genius she was 
not, we might even then have wearied of the elaborate explana- 
tion of her childhood and youth. It is a lengthy, wearisome, 
awkward book ; so much the worse for its cause. We hope 
Sarah Grand is not going to act on this literary sentiment of 
Beth's: “If you have the matter, the manner will come, as 
handwriting comes to each of us; and it will be as good, too, 
as you are conscientious, and as beautiful as you are good.” 


BABOO JABBERJEE, B.A. By F. Anstey. 
ridge. (Dent.) 
Jabberjee the golden-mouthed can only be described worthily 
by quotation. One may pick at random: his eloquence never 
disappoints. His views on the Laureateship, for instance, are 
given in true characteristic style. The Prime Minister had an 
opportunity to throw the office open to competition, “ instead 
of arbitrarily decorating some already notorious bard with this 
cordon bleu and thus gilding the lily.” He, Jabberjee, would 
have been in the running. Alas, this chance of “ throwing soup 
to Cerberus, and exhibiting colour-blindness, has been given the 
slip, though the door is perhaps still open . . . for retracing 
the false step and web of Penelope.” The intelligent, shifty 
Hindoo, exalté by his Western education and ambitions, legal, 
literary, and romantic, is.a most amusing rascal. Of the lower 
characteristics of the race, as spoilt by contact with our 
civilisation, he is a masterly study, even allowing for 
caricature. 


A VILLAIN OF PARTS. By B. Paul Neuman. (Harpers.) 


In the dark parts of the nether world Mr. Neuman’s villain 
and John Silver will girn at each other. They are well-matched 
rivals, and neither is of the kind to welcome an equal. This is 
a capitally told story, and really terrifying in parts. Excite- 
ment follows excitement in the most sleepless fashion. But better 
even than that is the vivid presentment of the clever scoundrel ; 
and what a boy’s feelings would be, alone amid danger, has never 
been more widely described. Mr. Neuman’s latest book is a 
clear success. 


A PRINCE OF MISCHANCE. By Tom Gallon. 6s, (Hutchinson, ) 


Mr. Gallon’s first novel, “ Tatterly,” was go good that his 
readers must have high expectations of its successor. And 
“A Prince of Mischance ” has excellent qualities. It is sadder 
and more romantic than the earlier book ; it is, we think, also a 
less vigorous bit of work, which does not prevent its being very 
sympathetic and readable. ‘Tatterly” took us back to 
Dickens ; there is a good deal in this later book to recall 
Daudet. Yet there is no imitation : only the pathetic situations

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are ‘conceived after the spirit of the French romance-writer. 
The hero, an unlucky Greek prince, is subtly drawn, and makes 
a fine foil to his plain yet very likeable English rival. What 
weakness there is lies in the narrative: the characters are all 
life-like. 


A RASH VERDICT. By Leslie Keith. 2vols. 12s. (Bentley.) 
An otherwise respectable and kind hearted man so resents 


the scrupulousness of a young lawyer who refuses to undertake 


a shady bit of business that he makes it a condition of his be- 
loved niece’s being his heiress that she must never marry this 
same scrupulous young man. As she never wants to marry him, 
this seems a poor foundation for a story, and Miss Keith has 
given it an unnecessarily painful turn by making the young man 
fall in love with the heroine, who misunderstands the situation 
and disapproves of him till he dies and the time for reparation 
is past. We don't think much of the story ; but the book con- 
tains a gallery of unusually excellent portraits: Margaret, the 
loyal, stiff-necked heroine, Gale, the wronged young man, Tom 
and Laura Cambridge, that strange union of whimsical humour 
and literalness, and the Lady Elizabeth, are all living human 
beings that speak and move before you more vividly than -most 
of your neighbours. 


THE PROFESSOR’S DILEMMA, By A. L. Noble. 6s. (Putnam’s.) 
Miss Noble is a disciple of Mr. Stockton, and while, with her 
pair of elderly aunts, she is reminding us of him we are fairly 


well amused. The virtuous, helpless professor, whose innocent 


entanglement with two young ladies is the motive of the story, 
isa much less certain entertainer, But an English book, with the 
same amount of ability in it, would be much duller, we are con- 
vinced. There is so much freshness, high spirits, and good- 
nature in this American tale, that we cannot resent its complete 
absence of effort and of art. It might serve, too, as a popular 
guide for the inattentive tourist in Egypt. 


THE BOOKMAN’S TABLE. 


THOMAS GAINSBOROUGH. A Record of his Life and Works. 
By Mrs. Arthur Bell (N. D’Anvers). With Illustrations repro- 
duced for the most part direct from the original paintings. 
25s. net. (G. Bell.) 

Messrs Bell's illustrated books on painters and schools of 
art have been almost uniformly reliable, and on the artistic 
side satisfactory, The Gainsborough volume takes a_ high 
place among them. Mrs. Bell has proved unusually compe- 
tent, and her search after biographical material has been so 
extensive and thorough that her Life must henceforth be a 
standard authority. Whoever is responsible for the selection 
of the illustrations has earned gratitude by his discrimination. 
They are a really representative set, showing Gainsborough at 
all stages, but mostly at his best. Thirty-nine portraits, some 
of them in photogravure, eight subject-pictures, and eleven 
landscapes, the reproduction of these last excellent, have been 
given. The handsome book is a reminder of a great and last- 
ing source of national pride. 


AQUITAINE. A Traveller's Tales, By Wickham Flower, F.S.A. 
—_— by Joseph Pennell. £3 3s. (Chapman and 
If instead of the vague, flabby, wordy impressions which so 
many travellers print, we could have a. little oftener such a 
record of a sojourn abroad as Mr. Flower has given us! It 
need not be published in so magnificent a form. It would be 
enough if the plan were imitated. But the plan demands con- 
scieutious labour and accurate knowledge When the author 
visited Poitiers in 1896 he made a thorough study of the 
antiquities, the history, and the architecture of one of the most 
interesting cities in France, and his studies extended to the 
whole province of Aquitaine. The result of these, or rather 
the picturesque and storied part of the result, he has given us 
in eight fascinating chapters. These contain tales of the three 
battles of Poitiers, of the Miracle of the Keys, the histories of 
the great Church of Notre Dame, and the great Abbey of Montier- 
neuf, the legend of Saint Radegonde, most gracious of saints, 
and much else, soberly yet most effectively narrated. fhe 
tales deserve the magnificent setting that has been given them. 
Mr. Pennell’s illustrations of town and river and church and 
market are delightful, and the Art Reproduction Company have 
done their best for them. “ Aquitaine” is a show book, but 
it bears the test of close examination.

RENAUD OF MONTAUBAN. First done into English by William 
Caxton, and now abridged and retranslated by Robert Steele, 
(G. Allen.) 


Mr. Steele has already done notable work in the popularising 
of the great romantic chronicles of ‘ Alexander” and * Huon of 
Bordeaux.” He speaks in the preface as if he had had no very 
general success. Perhaps the tide will turn with “ Renaud,” 
in our opinion more likely to be attractive to the imaginative 
reader than either of the others. The story of the four sons 
of Aymon is one of the most poetical in all the annals of 
chivalry, and Renaud’s own personal bistory, from the moment 
when Charlemagne dubs j;him_ knight to the day when, old and 
forgetting his great deeds and thinking on his sins, he” wanders 
away, clad in humble russet, and helps the masons who are 
building Cologne Cathedral, is as beautiful as it is inspiriting, 
It is chance or caprice that has kept Renaud from being the 
hero of some great poet’s epic. His story is told here in 
delightful style, and Mr. Mason’s pictures and decorations are 
in perfect keeping with the vigour and the charm of the 
romance. The part of the printers, Messrs. Ballantyne, should 
not be forgotten in praising this beautiful volume. 


THE MAGAZINE Of ART. May to October, 1897. (Cassell.) 

The Magazine of Art continues to be the only publication of 
the kind that mects the popular taste, yet coutrives to note 
the progressive movements and pay homage to the serious ex- 
periments which may be the vogue of ten years hence. It is 
no pioneer, but it is a great popular educator. The articles in 
the latest volume reach a high standard, and those classed 
under “ The Art Movement” are catholic in spirit and 
highly intelligent. The plates, with the exception of a rather 
disappointing Israels, have been well chosen, while the in- 
numerable illustrations in the text, specimens of many arts, 
are aS usua: reproduced with the greatest care and success. 


SELECTED POEMS OF WALTER VON DER VOGELWEIDE, 
Done into English Ver:e, with an Introduction and six Illustra- 
tions, by W. Alison Phillips. (Smith, Elder.) 

We cannot ignore the illustrations here, for they are large 
and prominent, but we should like rather to lay more stress on 

Mr. Phillips’ power as a translator than as a Dlack and white 

artist. The subtly sweet and the vigorously pure verse of the 


and unfamiliar verse-forms have been handled delicately, while 
of the minstrel’s life and work he has given an able account in 
the Jntroduction and the notes. 


A SENTIMENTAL JOURNEY through France and Italy. By 
Laurence Sterne. With Illustrations by T. H. Robinson, 2s. 6d.

The “ Book Lover's Classics,” to which series this volume 
belongs, should be kept in mind and inquired after by readers 
with a nice taste in a book’s externals. Mr. Robinson has 
found a fine field for his skill in Sterne, and his clever and 
pleasant illustrations are so numerous that the price of the book 
seems a marvel, The interesting portrait of the author, tgo, 
should not be forgotten, The text has been well looked after, 
so that it is a reliable as well as an enjoyable edition. 


THE HISTORY OF REYNARD THE FOX. Turned into English 
verse by F.S. Ellis. With 50 Illustrative Devices by Walter 
Crane. 6s. (Nutt.) 


Mr. Walter Crane is as usual very much to the fore at Christ- 
mas time. After years of his example and influence no one 
approaches him in his own line as a craftsman, and very few of 
his imitators rival him in the poetry and dignity of his reading 
of the picturesque classics he illustrates. His pictures and 
devices here are in his best style, and a beautiful book has been 
prepared to house them. We are not forgetting Mr. Ellis’s 
part. But we are loyal to his earlier version, which he now 
thinks ran too much to burlesque. We doubt it. At least such 
passages of the present edition as we have compared with the 
former one, while they seem to score in dignity and in the 
smoothness of the verse, have lost a little in force. He has 
written a more literary translation, perhaps, but the strong 
flavour of his first attempt was more to our taste. It should be 
said that this version, like tle last, while not literal, and not 
closely following the proportions of the original, is complete, 
the only complete translation since Caxton’s time. 


THE FALL OF THE NIBELUNGS. Done into English by Mar- 
garet Armuur. Illastrated and decorated by W. B. Macdougal. 
6s. (Dent.) 


Miss Atmour's part in this book deserves the highest praise. 
This “ plain prose rendering,” as she calls it, gives a_ far

more vivid notion of the original than the most elaborate 
verse in imitative measures would be likely todo. Her English 
is good to read, and we thank her specially for the absence of 
archaic affectations. There is no other modern version in any 
language in which the stories are rendered more effectively. Of 
Mr. Macdougall's pictures we should like to speak as kindly, for 
he has imaginative conceptions ; but these are not powerful 
enough to make up for very indifferent craftsmanship. His 
marginal decorations, however, are often excellent ; and the 
printing and binding of the book merit high praise. 


PICTURES FROM THE LIFE OF NELSON. By W. Clark 
Russell. Illustrated. (Bowden.) 

He will be a lucky boy who becomes possessed of this book, 
though it is not written especially for boys. Its aim is to make 
naval history, and especially Nelson’s history, a graphic and 
living reality. Who could do this better than Mr. Clark 
Russell ? We protest against a passage in his preface—‘ In 
this country we have had one sea-writer. He is Marryat.” 
We have had at least one other, but Mr. Russell in his 
modesty pretends not to know him. The illustrations, repro- 


-ductions from famous pictures, have been capitally chosen and 


printed. 


HOMILETIC: Lectures on Preaching. By Theodor Christlieb, D.D. 
Edited by Th. Haarbeck. Translated by Rev. C. H. Irwin, M.A. 
(T. and T. Clark.) 

Homiletic—or, if anyone prefers the term, ‘“ Keryktik” or 
“ Halieutick ’"—has formed a much more serious branch of 
study in Germany than among ourselves. The bibliography 
indicated in this volume is enormous, although it is by no 
means complete, and even omits such books as Ozanam’s 
“History of the Fifth Century.” Indeed, this volume of Dr. 
Christlieb’s itself illustrates the true German thoroughness with 
which every detail of the subject is worked out. Usually, 
English writers content themselves with practical counsel ; but 
in this volume we have not only advice, but a history of 
preaching, a discussion of the principles involved, suggestions 
for the treatment of the Christian year, and examples of textual 
analysis. Christlieb had experience of preaching in this 
country as well as in his own; he was himself a thoroughly 
Christian preacher, with a fine contempt for the “ Kartoffelpre- 
diger,” and his book is not only the most complete treatment 
of the subject in the language, but is also ful! of knowledge, 

not unmixed with wisdom. 


SANTA TERESA. An Appreciation. With some of the best 
P.s-ages of the Saint’s writings seiected, adapted, and arranged 
by A. Whyte, D.D, 2s. (Oliphant.) 

As an introduction to the study of the life and works of one 
of the most remarkable women of any age, Dr. Whyte’s 
monograph is admirable. Addressed first to his own congrega- 
tion in Edinburgh, it contains just what would tend to awaken an 
interest and admiration in thoughtful Protestants for a great 
saint and an interesting writer. The appreciation is followed by 
some excellent translations from her works, mainly from the 
versions of Woodhead and Lewis. 


NIGHTS WITII AN OLD GUNNER. By C. j. Cornish. 6:3. 
(See’e_ .) 

A breath from the free air and sea comes to us in these 
papers. On Holkham marshes with the old “ gunner,” lobster- 
hunting in the Isle of Wight, studying bird and fish and crab at 
high tide on the Beaulieu River, or herons at Virginia Water, or 
sparrows on a London wall, Mr. Cornish is always a stimulating 
companion, Far more than a regular natural history book will 
his bright chapters give readers an appetite for watching nature. 
There is none of the fine writing too common in this kind of 
book, but of effective writing there is no lack. Mr. Lancelot 
Speed is to be seen here at his best as an illustrator. 


UP-TO-DATE AND ECONOMICAL COOKERY. By Dora Groome. 
3s. 6d. (Jarrold.) 

An examination cf this book with the aid of an experienced 
housewife has shown vs that it is not merely up-to-date, aud 
therefore to be counted on for novelties, but that it revives a 
great number of excellent receipts as good as lost to all save 
some old-fashioned folks. We think the egg tonic on page 274 
is one of these, and there are some directions for curing which are 
the results of long-tried experience and not of recent experi- 
ment. The number of receipts is very liberal, and the selection 
far from conventional. Miss Groome is an evident enthusiast, 
and her book, by the stress it lays on care in detail, and on the 
importance and possibility of variety without extravagance,

reminds one of French rather than of English manuals of 
the art. 


**“RODDY OWEN ” (Brevet-Major Lancashire Fusiliers, D.S.0.). A 
Memoir by i's sister, M. Bovill, and G. R. Askwith. 12s, 
(Murray.) 

“ Roddy Owen” had that gift of winning the popular interest 
and affection which falls only toa few. Perhaps he owed some 
of his fortunate reputation to his sporting tastes (the aristocratic 
jockey is a hero ready-made) ; yet to read this memoir is to be 
convinced of his grace of nature. Twenty pages are filled by 
the names and dates of the races he rode and won. He was 
the winner of the Grand National. But he was a bold, intrepid, 
and enthusiastic soldier besides, who fought well and planned 
well in Africa before he met his death there. All sporting men 
and soldiers will make their way to the book inevitably ; we 
recommend it to the non-sporting civilian as well, for its record 
of unfailing pluck and generous daring. 


THE LOVE AFFAIRS OF SOME FAMOUS MEN. By the Author 
of “ How to be Happy though Married.” 6s. (Unwin.) 

This is a good-humoured, amusing, gossippy book, full of 
pleasant anecdotes more or less accurate, and with an abundance 
of sensible, genial comment. The famous men, even poets, 
come out of the investigation wonderfully well, though this 
practical writer will not explain away and forgive all weaknesses 
of genius. He has occasionally the air of saying ‘Serve ‘em 
right” when folly brings misery, and he says frankly Wagner 
and his wife, Frau Cosimar, were happier than they deserved to 
be. But he dwells far more on the comfortable instances, and 
the book is a direct incentive to matrimony. 


CHRISTIAN ASPECTS OF LIFE. By Brooke Foss Westcott, D.D., 
D.C.L, Bishop of Durham. (Macmillan.) 

During his episcopate Dr. Westcott has done much to bring 
the Church and the religion of Christ into contact with life and 
labour in the North of England. He believes in the Church of 
England as the organ of national religion, and he has helped 
greatly to restore the respect and affection with which she was 
regarded in simpler times. He has carefully thought out the 
relations which ought to subsist between Christianity and 
society, and he has used every opportunity to proclaim and 
enforce his conclusions. The present volume contains many of 
his recent addresses delivered in connection with present-day 
problems in education, labour, international relations, and so 
forth. Dr. Westcott’s views are always governed by Christian 
principle, and he is never afraid to push to a practical issue his 
belief in the Incarnation. Wisdom, courage, and kindliness 
characierise his utterances whether he is addressing colliers or 
his own clergy.
